High School, instead of 51,000 a 


year as they have been receiving. 


Directors Clift and Gray of the com- 


mittee presented a majority report in 
favor of the additional salary. 
Direc- 


tor Button made a verbal minority re- 
port ag-ainst the proposition. 


After 
considerable 
discussion 
the 


Board decfded in favor of the minority 
report. 


The applications o£ Graves and Jlliss 


Brown were filed at a previous meet- 
ing: of the Board. 
They contended that 


each having taught three years in the 
High School and having been paid their 
salaries from the High School fund, 
they were entitled to the compensation 
fixed by the Board for High 
School 


teachers of three years' experience. 


The majority report of the Judiciary 


Committee was as follows: 


"Yo^ir committee, to whom was re- 


ferred the communications of Walter 
H. Graves and Miss Annie F. Brown, 
beg ieave to 
report 
concerning 
the 


same as follows: 


"After mature deliberation of 
the 


aforesaid communications, 
it is

Committee fixing teachers' salaries for 
the present year, previously adopted by 
this Board. a.nd which in part reads 
as follows:

That such course shall be known as 
the High School Course.' 


"It appears from rhe investigation 


of your 
committee that each of 
the 


persons above named have had three 
and less than five years' experience in 
teaching the above prescribed 
course 


of study, known as the 'High School 
Course.' 


"Although not having taught, such a 


course for that length of time in the 
building technically called the Oakland 
High School, they 
nevertheless 
have 


had the required amount of experience 
to entitle them each tn the salary above 
named, since it appears that they and 
each, of them have so taught for the 
period mentioned in said report, and 
are therefore each entitled to said com- 
pensation. 


"If in the performance of their du- 


ties previous tn this time they were 
retiuired to teach High School pupils, 
such course of study in schools other 
than what is commonly 
called 
the 


'High School 
Building,' their 
duties 


anci responsibilities were of the same 
character us they would have been had 
they taught in a 
schocrl technically 


called -The 3^;g-h School.' 


"We are, therefore, unable to appre- 


ciate how it can be justly claimed that

class, and Shall ipay a license o:£ ?T5 
per quarter.

"Section II—All license-5 tissued shall 


be known as merchandise license. 


Section III. Every person, firm, or

Violation of this ordinance shall be

Trustees Prepare Their Annual 


Report and Make 


Suggestions.

The Oakland Free Library Trustees 


have prepared their twenty-third an- 
nual report. Some of the suggestions 
made are as follows: 


'The new library is now Incomplete 


in three particulars. 
First, the chil- 


dren's department. The east half of the 
lower floor has been left in the rouslT 
at the written request of the Library 
Committee nf the Ebell Society, pre- 
sented March 14, 1901, in which these 
ladies, not content with their former 
generous activity, promise to raise for 
the finishing and equipping of the chil- 
dren's department a sum not less than 
Sr.,000. 
Secondly, the main 
vestibule. 


This was omitted 
from the 
original 


•contract to bring the amount within 
the sum provided for by Mr. Carnegie. 
A contract for finishing this vestibule 
for the sum of 5650 has been let and 
this sum is now available in the audi- 
tor's hands, having been saved from 
the preceding fiscal years. Third, and 
most important, the building Is entirely 
lacking in furnishing, including all fix- 
tures and " equipment. 
Our 
predeces- 


sors construed Mr. Carnegie's letter of 
gift to mean that his money was to 
be spent on a building and that alone. 
The sum was not too large, so used, to 
erect the building needed by the city. 
They therefore acted on that construc- 
tion, and spent on the building the full 
amount of ithe money available.

tial to the occupancy of the building 
and may be postponed to a subsequent 
year. 


"The chairman of your Auditing ana 


Finance Committee on April 16th present- 
ed a resolution to your honorable-body in 
which he recited the condition of 
the 


library project at that itime and added: 


"Resolved, That 'the members of the 


Council declare tthelr appreciation of the 
generous gift of Mr. Carnegie and of the 
civic spirit that inspired the people of 
Oakland 
to demand 
tne 
proper 
and 


prompt equipment of said building for the 
uses tor which It has been erected, which 
demand found expression in the platforms 
of all leading political parties prior to 
the recent municipal election, and we 
hereby declare that it Is -the sense of this 
Council th'at the thorough, equipment of 
said building should "be undertaken with- 
out unnecessary delay, and a sufficient 
sum of money be apportioned out of the 
funds of -the next fiscal year to accom- 
plish the full purpose of the gift.

mitted on 
Auditing 'and 
Finance, 
to 


which the resolution was referred, and 
after this 
conference 
your committee 


unanimously passed Mr. Courtney's reso- 
lution. 


"You 
have, therefore, before you, gen- 


tlemen, the facts and the request of the 
Library Board for money enough to make 
useful -Mr. Carnegie's gift has the ap- 
proval of your own Finance Committee. 
The derrwind for your favorable action 
on this .request comes no-t from the Li- 
brary Trustees, but from the -whole peo- 
ple of Oakland, whose good name and 
reputation for civic efficiency was pledged 
to do this thing -when -the city accepted 
the munificence of a stranger. 


"Many plans have been formed to make 


the library more 
efficient 
In the new 


building. Among these is one to give tfhe 
teachers a department of their own, un- 
der an agreement whereby they will sup- 
ply a certain number of books of profes- 
sional Interest to them and the Board 
will put beside It a like number purchased 
with library funds. 
This principle can 


be extended In several other directions 
and additional money for books can -thus 
•be mude to yield a double increase to the 
library. 


"In 
internal affairs the library has 


moved 
quietly 
and 
steadily forward. 


There -have been no changes In the staff 
except in the . position 
of messenger, 


either in Ithe library or in any of the 
reading rooms. 


"Books -have 
been 
bought in larger 


numbers than usual, and much care has 
been given in their selection. 
As a .re- 


sult of tihese purchases the circulation 
has ceased to decrease as it had done far 
the two preceding ye-ars and S.HJWS over 
a thousand increase over last year. Many 
purdhases have been made during the 
last months of the year or the annual cir- 
culation would have shown still greater 
advance. 
Circulation last year, 151.SS7; 


this ye-ar, 152,973."
